“The members who take cash on their station- 
ery accounts, “and that is about 90 per cent of 
them, do not have to buy their own paper and 
envelopes.

Mult.plied to Care for Clerks. 


“One time-honored practice the appoint- 
ment of committees on certain phases of general 
subjects, when the entire subjects are handled 
solely by one active committee. For instance, 
the Senate Committee on Interstate Commerce 
handies all matters remotely connected with 
transportation. Yet we find standing commit- 
tees——with clerks, always with clerks—on ‘Pa- 
cific Railroads,’ “Transportation and Sale of Meat 
Products,’ and, when all other synonyms are ex- 
hausted, one on just plain ‘Railroads,’ to say 
nothing of that grand old Committee on Trans- 
portation Routes to the Seaboard.’ 

“Lo, even the poor Indian is the peg on which 
to hang additional standing committees—and 
clerks—so we have the Senate committees ‘On 
Indian Affairs,’ ‘To Investigate Trespasses Upon 
Indian Lands,’ ‘On Indian Depredations’ and ‘On 
the Five Civilized Tribes of Indians.’ How many 
members of that committee, do~you suppose, 
know which five tribes are civilized, and how 
much greater, do you think, is the cost to the 
taxpayers of maintaining the clerical force than 
would be the paying of the damage from Indian 
depredations? 

“One other standing committee of the Senate 
may interest you. It is that upon ‘Revolutionary 
Claims,’ whose function it is to pass upon claims 
arising from the Revolutionary War. Just imag- 
ine the tremendous burden of passing upon 
claims arising from the Revolutionary War!” 

Haines paused to let the reporter’s pencil catch 
up. His speech is deliberate, but constantly to 
the point. 

‘What do the clerks do?” he repeated, after a 
question. “They have plenty to do. It is a fact 
not generally known in this great and sovereign 
repudlic that many Congressmen keep card in- 
dexes of all the voters in their districts.” They 
have you labeled. They know what kind of let 
ters to write to you. They know whether to send 
you garden seeds or geological surveys. A chi- 
ropodist wouldn't have much use for reports on 
Alaskan railroads, or much esteem for the Con- 
gressman who sent them to him, as was the 
case of the city constituent who wrote to his 
Congressman to learn ‘how in the hell you ex- 
peet me to grow cantaloupes on a fire escape’ 

“All these things have to be looked after. 
Thousands of letters—political letters—have to 
be written. Inquiries concerning constituents’ 
business and private affairs must be looked up 
and anewered. It is a sad and solemn fact that 
a Congressman who ignored these irrelevant 
matters and attended strictly to his legislative 
duties wouldn't Inst long enough to get one of his 
ideas on the statute books before he would be 
beaten by a more ‘practical’ man. This, the 
good men who do get into Congress are either 
debauched by the system or weeded out in aj

Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 2 
The editorial on “Our Southern Ports 


was timely and to the point. The fight is 


now on to use our influence and let the herder to assure this end. 
country develop along natural trade lines, | 


and it is to be hoped the Post-Dispatch, 
with its vast interstate circulation, will 
have more to say. The gulf and South 
Atiantic ports have not only been held 
back in a commercial way, but have been 
ignored in the Government's naval policy. 
There is a bill now pending in Congress 
to give them a knockout blow, and it is 
to be hoped that the business organiza- 
tions and press of the Mississippi Valley 
territory, the heart of the nation, will 
inake a protest. 

It will be remembered that the naval 
board of experts recommended the con- 
struction of four drydocks on the Atlantic 
coast capable of handling the biggest 
ships of war. Three of these big dry- 
docks have been completed, at /Ports- 
mouth, Boston and Philadelphia, and are 
now in use. The Government already had 
one at New York. Charleston, 8S. C., the 
nearest natural deep-water port to the 
straits of Florida, windward passage and 
Mona passage—the channels that lead 
into the gulf and Caribbean Sea, was one 
of the four places named for one of the 
new docks, and the appropriation was 


made by Congress. The pending oe | 


to repeal this appropriation, and 
passes, there will be no place of «i, for | 
u battleship along the more than 2000 
miles of coast of the South Atlantic and 
gulf. 

The sectional unfairness of this step 
and its great disadvantage to the navy is 
clear. The disabled battleship in these 
vast Southern waters will have no place 
of refuge, but must pass the turbulent, 
always rough seas around Cape Hatteras, 
the graveyard of the ocean, and seck help 
in the extreme northeast part of the 
country. It lg a poor way to safeguard 
the Panama Canal. The gulf and South 
Atlantic ports made a strong fight for 
battleship drydocks and partly won out, 
but may yet be doomed to bitter dis- 
appointment and the whole show’ con- 
fined to the Atlantic Northeast. 

The gulf and South espe gee st are 
the great fuel oll depots of the country 
and also ship coal, iron and timber prod- 
ucts. 

I am @ Republican from Iowa, but now 
yaake my home in Texas, and sincerely 
trust that the delegation in Congress from 
my old State will see the situation in the 
proper light and give the Southern ports 
a equare deal.

ALASEKA’S WOOD PULP WEALTH. | 

The Post-Dispatch has calléd attention to the im- | 
portance of making available the wood pulp resources | 
of Alaska. According to Supervisor Flory of the| 
Alaskan Forest Service, there is enough pulp timber | 
in the Territory to furnish half the news print paper 
used in the United States for an indefinite period. 
and, with scientific reforestation, this source of pulp 
can be made everlasting. 

The latest report of the Secretary of the Interior! 
shows that the two great national forests in Alaska | 
comprise a total of 20,867,569 acres. Possession and 
control of this source of wood pulp means control of | 
the basic material that newspapers must have if they | 
are to exist. For this reason it is manifest that this | 
national wealth should not fall into the hands of! 
private individuals or corporations who might control] | 
the product in their own interest. The power to d?s- 
criminate between newspapers in the supply of news 
print paper is the posver to control their policies. AU 
newspaper that hoped to survive or prosper woul be | 
compelled to govern itself so as not to fall under the | 
displeasure of a news print monopoly. 

For these reasons it is imperative that the Gov-! 
ernment should-retain the control of this extremely 
valuable source of news print paper and make such 
regulations, in the public interest, that profiteering 
or monopoly should be impossible. 

In order to assure this result, the users of wood 
pulp will have to make their influence felt. The 
Governor of Alaska “does not believe in national 
forests” and the pulp manufacturers ate already 
bringing pressure to bear to make it possible for them | 
to control these forests in their own interest. With | 
this final source of wood pulp monopolized, buyers | 
of pulp will be at the mercy of the owners and man-| 
ufacturers. No time must be lost in taking whatever | 
steps may be necessary to prevent this. if the rated,

about {ll-treatment is in almost all 
cases untrue, though there are and 
always will be individual instances 
of unwarranted severity on the part! 
of commanders. And you must 
recognize that strict discipline is'| 
more difficult to.apply to Americans | 
than to any others, because they are. 
‘more independent and resent any | 
measure that seems to them to tres- | 
pass upon their persona] liberties. | 

Yet strict discipline is an absolute | 
necessity on boardship.” 

As to the policy of the Shipping ' 
Board in selling its ships or retain- 
ing them as Government owned ves- 
Sels, he said: “I have not the right 
to tell you what the policy of the 
Shipping Board is; but this I can 
tell you, it has a very definite policy, 
and this will become apparent soon: 
just now it would be unwise to dis- 
close this policy, for it is not a ques- 
tion of private ownership or Gov- 
ernment ownership, but of American 
ownership or foreign ownership. We 
are about to take part tn the keenest 
competition for the trade of the 
world, a competition in which we 
‘Shall have the other great maritime 
‘nations as’ our rivals. England, 
Norway and others would dearly love | 
to know right now what the policy | 
of the American Shipping Board is, | 
so that they might take immediate 
steps to circumvent it.

BY LABOR IS URGED 


Union Leaders, Meeting in Wash- | 
ington, Call on Laborers to 
Seek Redress of Grievances. 


| By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—A decla- 
ration of principles was adopted here 
tonight by the conference of presi- 


dents of labor unions affiliated with | 


the American Federation of Labor. 
It ealls on all workers to seek 


re- | 
dress of their grievances by political 


pressure, presumably through exist-| 


ing partfes, as no mention is made of | 
a labor party. 

Issues which face union labor re- 
quire unity of effort, if “industrial| 
tvranny is to be avoided,”’ the decla- | 
ration saiz. It denounces the use of | 
injunction proceedings in the mine 
strike and criticises the ‘‘usurpation

Forced Deposits in Official’s Bank. 

The practice was this: Instead 
giving to each professor o> employe 
his monthly check, or its equivalent 
i: money, the university made out a 
blanket check for several thousand 
dollars. listing the name of each em- 
ploye and the amount due him, and 
deposited it in the bank. Compara- 
tively small amounts wer. deposited 
similarly in other banks. This com- 
pelled the employe to maintain an 
account at Price’s bank or to 
his money out and transfer it 
other bank. 

This, however, not the reason 
the examiners objected to this sys- 
tem of bookkeeping, but they tol! 
(ov. Gardner that such a system 
made it impossible to check up the 
accounts, and that it would be pos 
sible to pad the payroll of an insti- 
tution heavily without detection, un- 
der such a system of accounting, un- 
less the bank would volunteer to per- 
mit the State’s examiners to have ac- 
cess to its private records. 

Caulfield also told the Governor 
that the system of depositing salary 
accounts in the bank by a bank of- 
ficial, through “power of attorney,’ 
had resulted in the paying out of 
ebout $30,000 for which the State 
has no receipt whatever. 

When Brown admitted that this 
was true, Gov.

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Hunting For a House. Has Tiss Bisseaed to You? 


JAMES J. MONTAGUE 
OU remember the poor real estate agent 
who had to be a notary public to help 
out, and who painted his own “for rent” 
signs? He usually had desk réom in 
somebody eélse’s place, and azilely 
stepped out of the back door when the 
bill collector came in the front door. You 
always used to feel sorry for him. 

Well, you don’t need to feel sorry for him any more. 
He's got an office, with mission furniture and a filing 
cabinet in it, two stenographers and a clerk. When 
you want to see him he’s usually out on the golf course 
taking lessons from the professional. He's being urged 
to run for Mayor to save the city from ring politics, 
and people who used to call him “Bill” call 
him mister.

court fn need of jurors, but it rarely gives an 
opening to a man who has been challenged in 
another court. If it is the same sort of a case 
and he is stricken off in No. 4, he usually meets 
with another short shrift when he is loaned to 
No. 2 or No. 5, as the case may be. Automobile 
and United Railways damage actions clutter 
the dockets and it isn’t every juror who can 
please both sides in these controversies. 

Quite often a juror who “goes on’ Monday 
morning, over his protest, finds himself in three 
or four rooms before his week is up, without 
ever getting a chance to sit and pass on the 
law and evidence, even though he might be 
willing. The “voir dire” is always his un- 
doing. When the 18 names composing the panel 
are called from which to make the 12 selections, 
he goes within the rail with a guilty look, 
knowing that his stay will be short. and his 
presentment is usually well based. He knows 
too many people, or there is something about 
him that causes fear in the breast of plaintiff's 
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as he addresses the exponent of the law’s majesty.

production was reached in November, 1918, and by 
Christmas the factory had turned out 50 sets of gauges. 
There was no longer any nee? of Sweden's “Joe 
blocks” in this country. Altogether, 150 sets of the 
gauges have been made at the burean, every inspector 
in both the army and the navy having been supplied 
with one. The Swedish blocks sold for $2000 a set; 
Hoke precision gauges, as they are known to science 
in this and other countries, are being sold by the Con- 
necticut firm at $450. 

There are 81 discs in a full Hoke set, ranging in 
thickness from one-twentieth pf an inch to four inches. 
They are of shiny steel, seven-eighths of an inch in di- 
ameter, perforated like Chinese money. Say you wish 
to make from the disers a “built-up” gauge of 3.1416 


inches. You take the three-inch disc and add others 
from the varying sizes till you get the required length. 
The result is a perfect 3.1416—a gauge that is a connect- 
ing link between the master gauge of the machine shop 
and the prototype of all gauges in Paris. 

The discs are “wrung” together by sliding them one 
on another, so as to exclude the air. When this is 
done they cling together as if glued. You cannot pull 
them apart, but must “unwring” them-—slide them 
apart. The phenomenon is explained by the flatness 
of the surfaces. It is conceivable, according to the 
inventor, that surfaces may be made so flat that when 
they are pushed together the molecular adhesion will 
be as firm as the metal itself. 

“What is it that I have discovered?” 
the question. 

“A principle as simple as that which enabled an 
early discoverer to stand an egg upright by chipping 
one end. It is the principle. to state it without techni- 
calities, of making a large number of identical parts 
and sticking them together and measuring the entire 
bunch to determine the cumulative error. The indi- 
vidual part might contain an error too small to be 
discovered by any known Means, but when the parts 
are put together the combined error can be detected. 

‘“That’s the secret of the Hoke process, by which we 
can divide a standard of length with an accuracy never 
before attained.” 

Hoke illustrated his method in this way: Suppose 
vou wish to measure the diameter of a 1-cent piece. 
Take 100 new i-cent pieces and lay them in a row. 
With an ordinary steel tape measure you can get with- 
in, say, one-twentieth of an inch of the correct length 
of the entire lot. Divide by the number of 1-cent 
pieces and you get within one-two-thousandths of an 
inch of the diameter of each piece.

The process, briefly, is to grind and polish 
the parts to identical thicknesses between two castiron 

. discs, the error being evenly distributed among the 
parts by moving them at intervals from one fixed po- 
sition to another between the two discs. 

How can one form some conception of a millionth of 
an inch? Consider, says Hoke, a hair from the bu- 
man head. The average thickness of a hair is three- 
one-thousandths of an inch. Split this hair into 3000 
slices and each will be a millionth of an inch in thick- 
ness. 7 

“Nature,” says the inventor, “works not in millionths 
but in billionths of inches. The point of a fime steel 
needle, jooks infinitely sharp, but examine it through 
a microscope and it looks like the end of a busted tele- 
graph pole. But take the stinger of a bee, and no mat- 
ter how powerful the microscope, the end of the sting- 
er is seen as a point.

— Curious facts about meteorites 


OR ages the artillery of the solar system has 
been bombarding the earth at the rate 
of 400,000,000 meteors a day. Most of the 
gunnery has been small-arm fire, and the 
projectiles have been smothered in the 
globe’s huge sandbag fortification of at- 
mosphere. Occasionally a big naval rifle 
of the sky has spoken, and then a missile like the 36 1-2 
ton meteorite of Cape York, Greenland, reaches its 
target. 

But on the night of Nov. 26 some veritable “70-mile 
gun” of the firmament unleashed the biggest celestial 
shell in recorded history, according to the belief of 
astronomers. [ts concussion with the armor belt of 
air, say eyewitnesses, produced an incandescence which 
lighted up the entire sky like day; it plowed its way 
through with a sound of hissfmg that was heard 
for miles; and its impact was attended by a giant de- 
tonation, the flames of which were visible in three 
states, and which. produced earthquake-like tremors 
that rocked a dozen cities. 

The providential chance which has prevented any 
recorded logs of human life through the falling of a 
meteor also held good in this instance. The great 
projectile dropped into Lake Michigan, 
about 15 miles from Grand Haven. No doubt the 
shock of the white-hot orb when it plunged Into the 
cold waters of the lake shattered it into a million frag- 
ments, so that no precise measurement of its dimen- 
sions will ever be possible. 

But that it was of unparalieled caliber is indicated 
by the tremendous phenomena attending its arrival. 
Residents of Kalamazoo, Battle Creek, Grand Haven 
and South Bend, Ind., feeling the ground reel beneath 
-them and seeing the walls quiver, fled their homes in 
fear of an. earthquake. The rumblings of the ex- 
plosion were audible as far south as Lafayette, Ind., 
and a flash of light is said to have been visible even 
tn Chicago. The flare of the detonation was seen in 
Michigan, Illinois and Indiana, where many believed 
that some great store of ammunition had blown up. 


Lighthouse guards at Grand Haven declare that they 
witnessed the entire occurrence. 


“What seemed a giant ball of fire,” they relate, “fel! 
into Lake Michigan about 15 miles south of Grand 
Haven. It looked like a falling planet. In its rush 
downwards at terrific speed, we could clearly hear it 
hiss and whistle. When it struck the water, a pillar 
of flame erupted hundreds of feet into the air, with 
a blinding light and a deafening explosion.”’ 

“Houses were shaken,” says another observer, “and 
the country was illuminated as if by a ray so all-en- 
veloping that it was impossible to tell from what 
direction the blaze came. The earth trembled, and 
there came-a deep, prolonged rumbling as of a terrific 
and distant explosion.” 

In former days so portentous a phenomenon, with 
its flare visible for 50 miles and its explosion shaking 
a trio of states, would have been taken as an omen 
of the most malign augury. It would have been inter- 
preted as foretelling nothing lesa than the end of the 
world. But today it is taken merely as an occurrence 
of nature, though one of the most striking ones on 
record, and will serve to kindle a moment's renewed 
interest in that fascinating subject—meteors. 

As has been said, it is estimated that the earth 


is bombed daily by 400,000,000 of these missiles from. 


space, and is saved from destruction only by fts belt 
of atmosphere. A vast majority of the meteors né&¥Ver 
reach the earth. They literally burn themselves up in 
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the enormous friction heat engendered by their contact 
with the air. They disintegrate so effectively that the 
recorded number of meteors which have reached the 
earth is only 700. But the total number is so stagger- 
ing that 20,000,000 of them would be visible each day, 
were it not for the clouds and the light of the sun and 
moon. 

There are probably many which have neither been 
observed in their fall nor discovered where they lie. 
And many others explode into harmless dust even 
after they have approached the earth closely enough 
to be observed and heard in their passage through the 
air. 

Meteors travel at fixed speed schedules, which sci- 
entists have computed with great exactness. They 
whirl in their orbits at the rate of a little more than 
26 miles a second. They enter the atmospheric belt 
surrounding the earth at that speed, but then come 
under the influence of the globe's attraction, which 
Prof. Lowell has shown to range from .53 to 2.7 miles 
per second. By adding the average of this attraction 
to the natural speed of meteors, it will be seen that 
they approach the earth at about 28 miles a second, a 
speed about 50 times as terrific as the muzzle velocity 
of the most destructive of the big guns employed in 
the European war. 

However, further comparison is required to cal- 
culate the velocity of a meteor with relation to the 
earth, as distinguished from its own rate of speed. An 
unchanging rule is that all meteors which come to 
earth between noon and midnight overtake it from 
the rear, while all those arriving between midnight and 
noon either meet the earth while traveling in an oppo- 
site direction from it or are overtaken by it while 
traveling in the same direction. 


If the earth is bowling along ahead of the meteor 
at its own gait of 181-2 miles a second, while the 
meteor is rushing after it at 28 miles a second, the 
velocity with which the visitor comes to earth will 
be the difference between the two speeds, or about 
91-2 miles a second. But in the head-on collisions 
which often happen, the velocity will be the sum of 
the two speeds, or 46 to 47 miles a second. 

The solar system is pretty well cluttered up with 
meteors of various kinds. They are regarded as the 
scraps and refuse left over after the planets were com- 
pleted. There was no celestial waste heap to pile 
them on, so they were thrown out into space and 
promptly began revolving in incalculable throngs about 
the gun. They are believed to be small planetary bodies, 
containing some of the same materials which compose 
the earth. 


The most important of the meteors are those larger 
ones which survive their passage through the air and 
actually come to earth, where they aregknown as 
meteorites. Next in size and conspicuous effect are 
the fireballs or bolides, which sometimes travel alone, 
and sometimes are attended by a shower of smaller 
missiles. After these come the shooting stars, which 
exhibit a great dissimilarity of paths, motions and 
colors, and vary in size from those visible to the 
naked eye to the uncountable multitude of tiny ones 
which can be perceived only with the aid of a powerful 
telescope. 

Property speaking, meteors acquire the name only 
after they enter the earth's atmosphere and become 
luminous. The height at which they first are visible 
from the earth ranges from 40 to Sv miles, although a 
few have been seen at greater altitudes. The known 
meteorites are of three sorts in composition. Some are

almost entirely of stene, others have varying quanti- 
ties of metal fused with stone, and the remainder are 
almost entirely metal. The nature of the metal is 
essentially the same in all meteorites, being tron, al- 
loyed with from 5 to 25 per cent of nickel. Both stone 
and metal meteorites usually have fused and pitted 
surfaces, after their furnace-like plunge into the air. 
Those of iron exhibit blackish or bluish crusts, through 
which gleam silvery-appearing interiors here and there. 
Most stone meteors have black, more or less shiny 
crusts, with grayish interiors. 

The largest meteorite known is one of a group found 
at Cape York, Greenland. It is of iron and weighs 36% 
tons. It is 10 feet 11 inches long, 6 feet 9 inches high, 
and 5 feet 2 inches wide. It had long been known and 
regarded with superstitious reverence by the natives 
of the region where it fell, but was not seen by white 
men until Admiral Peary’s visit in 1895. Because of 
its size and shape, the Eskimos called it “Ahnighito,” 
meaning a tent. About two miles away lay two other 
large meteorites, undoubtedly parts of the same fall. 
The three were carried away to New York City by 
Admiral Peary in 1896 and 1897. 

There are only eight other meteorites which rank 
in size between the Cape York examples and the hun- 
dreds which weigh one ton or-less. The phaces where 
they fell and their weights are as follows: Chupaderos, 
Mexico, 26 tons; Willamette, Ore., 15% tons; El 
Morito, Mexico, 11 tons; Bendego, Brazil, 5 tons; 
Cranbourne, Australia, 4 tons; Adargas or Concepcion 
meteor of Mexico. from near Chupaderos, 3 tons; 
Casas Grandes, Mexico, nearly * tons, and Quinn Can- 
yon, Nevada, 1% tons. 

From these masses the meteorites range down to 
material of microscopic dimensions. The largest stone 
meteor known fell on Long Island and weighs 1200 
pounds. The fact that iron meteorites outweigh those 
of stone is due to the former's greater resistance fo 
fracture and erosion. 

The fall of a meteor is usually attended by phe. 
nomena of light and sound, which may be searcely 
perceptible or else startling and violent. Even the 
fall of a meteor without an explosion is often accom- 
panied by a noise like thunder. This is credited, as in 
the case of lightning. to the explosive shock given to 
the surrounding air by the sudden heating of the air in 
the vicinity of the passing meteor. Prolonged and 
rolling sounds such as sometimes occur are also due, 
as in the case of lightning, to irregular movements 
of the meteor in its course through the air. 

An interesting calculation wag made in the case of a 
meteorite a fragment of which came to earth in Mis- 
sourl on the evening of Jan. 22, 1918. At 5:56 p. m., 
a meteorite burst high in the sky over Topeka, Kan., 
producing a shower of scattering fragments which had 
the appearance of an aerial bomb. At 5:56:10 p. m. 
a fragment of the meteor buried itself in a back yard at 
St. Joseph, Mo. The distance between the two cities 
is 90 miles. The fragment covered the distance tn 10 
seconds, at a rate of 9 miles a second, 

Since the Lake Michigan meteor appeared at night, 
it probably was a case of head-on collision, and the 
force with which it plunged into the atmosphere was 
that of its great mass propelled at a rate of 461-2 
miles a second.

EMININE physicians from all over the 
map—London, Paris, Edinburgh, Italy, 
Japan-—-had been devoting sessions of their 
international convention in New York to 
criticising women's clothes.

She was disinclined at first to talk about

Then she should go ahead and 
dress it so that the garments would not offend its 
health or the artistic sensibilities of herself or her 
friends. She does not like to think that clothes should 
be used to conceal deformities. There shouldn’t be any 
deformities—neither spineless backs nor half alive 
limbs nor excess fat. 

“To begin at the beginning, a woman should wear 
thin underwear of as good quality as she can afford,” 
Dr. Mann prescribed. “If her figure is what it should 
be she will not need corsets. If she is too fat or too 
thin, she should take a physical examination to de- 
termine what form of exercise will put her in good 
conditian. It is not wise to prescribe swimming or 
tennis indiscriminately. Ordinarily, a woman can keep 
her figure if she goes in for the right kind of exer- 
cise. It is too absurd to imagine that corsets keep fat 
from accumulating. Perhaps they do modify the dis- 
position of the ‘at, but if it does not accumulate at 
the waist line it is likely to accumulate pretty close 
to it. One cannot corset the body all over. 


“My main objection to corsets or French heels is not 
because of any immediate harmful effect. They are 
bad because they disincline a woman to healthful activ- 
ity. They impede the free motion of the body and the 
feet. Corsets interfere with the flexibility of the 
trunk in every motion a woman makes. French heels 
develop a stilted walk. There are no corsets or French 
heels in my wardrobe. 
never encouraged me to get out and walk several miles 
a day, which I always do. Watch a woman in a 
‘straight front’ stoop to pick up a pin,” she suggested. 
“Her motion is very different from that of the un- 
corseted woman, and less graceful.” 

For the business or professional woman who clings 
to her corsets the tailored suit is the best all-round 
utility garment, in Dr. Mann’s opinion. This outfit 
she considers a boon to the woman who is not resource- 
ful about planning pretty dresses. Its main drawback 
is that the shirtwaist and skirt combination demands 
corsets to keep the connection all it should be. She 
also thinks this severe costume is not suited to every 
feminine temperament. 

“I have all my clothes made by a woman who spe- 
cializes in two-piece gowns,” Dr. Mann confided. “She 
is a very clever designer, with artistic ideas about line 
and color. Sbe makes for me the things that are suit- 
ed to my figure and my temperament. She 
would study any other woman in the same 
way. The result is that I feel so much at 
home in my clothes that I forget all about 
them. They are absolutely mine. I do not 
worry over getting acquainted with them and 
wondering whether they are properly ad- 
justed., 

“If a woman has leisure, cultivated taste 
and definite ideas about dress she should 
plan her own clothes. If not, or if she is a 
busy professional woman, she should place 
the problem in the hands of an expert, as 
I have done. It may be expensive at first,

How Maj. W. E. Hoke, Winer father in- 
vented the chalk plate process used 
by leading newspapers up to 20 
years ago, startled Washington 
with a timely discovery during the 
war—Why the Government took 
up his idea and quickly developed 
it — Fortune assured the man who 
got his inspiration while he was in 
bed but very much awake =: © ::: 


HIS story must go back to the Maxwell- 
Preller murder and the old local room 
of the St. Louis Post-Dispatch in order 
to explain how it is that a machine part 
‘can now be tested for accuracy down to 
the ome-millionth part of an inch—or, 
as the St. Louis inventor of the measur- 
“Ys process says, down to the very frazzle of a gnat's 
eel. 

In 1884, Joseph W: Hoke of 2006 California avenue, 
St. Louis, invented what was known as the Hoke plate 
and now is known throughout the newspaper and en- 
graving world as the chalk plate. The chalk plate 
succeeded the old wood block as a means of reproduc- 
ing drawing in print, and though on larger newspapers 
it has given way to the zinc etching and the halftone, 
it is still extensively used by small newspapers, and 
by weather bureaus throughout the world for their 
weather maps. 

Hoke, the inventor, sought from the editor of the 
Post-Dispatch an opportunity to show what he could 
do with his process, and received the promise that he 
would be allowed to try his hand on the next “big 
story” that lént itself to illustration. Then came the 
Maxwell-Preller murder. The editor notified Hoke. 
With three companions, Hoke rushed in a cab to the 
Southern Hotel, where the body of a man had been 
found in a trunk. Sketches were hastily made by the 
party, the chalk plates were made, and in an hour from 
the time the artists arrived at the scene the Post-Dis- 
patch was on the streets with an extra containing not 
only a verbal account of the murder mystery, but— 
marvel of journalistic enterprise—a complete pictorial 
story. Seven illustrations were printed—a picture of 
the trunk, another of the interior of the room, a re- 
production of the mystifying placard, “So perish all 
traitors to the great cause,” found inside the lid of 
the trunk, and other sketches made by the amateur 
artist-engravers. The chalk plate had proved its 
merit. 

With the inventor on that occasion were his son, 
then about 19 years old; his daughter, Miss Martha H. 
Hoke, and a friend, Miss Lillian Brown, daughter of 
B. Gratz Brown, a former Governor of Missouri. The 
elder Hoke is dead: Miss Hoke is a miniature painter 
living in the artists’ colony at Provincetown, Mass.; 
Miss Brown teaches art in the McKinley High School 
in St. Louis and spends her summers at Provincetown. 

That leaves one member of the party to be accounted 
for. He is the teller of the foregoing story—Maj. W. 
E. Hoke of St. Louis and Washington, D. C., bachelor, 
54 years old, with a prospective income from his in- 
vention of $50,000 a year, even if he doesn’t care to 
invent anything else. He it is who showed the Bureau 
of Standards of the United States Government how to 
make little steel discs of proved accuracy to one-mil- 
lionth of an inch, the frazzle of a gnat’s heel. 

The invention traces directly back to his father’s 
chalk plate. Soon after the publication of the Maxwell- 
Preller pictures, the invéntor died and young Hoke 


took ovef the business of manufacturing plates at 304 _ 
North Third street, where it still is established. Pos< 


session of the little shop at that address gave him an 
opportunity to gratify his inherited taste for-mechan- 
ical experiment. He never attended a technical school, 
but he read avidly of books on mechanics. He re- 
tained the newspaper connections his father had 
formed, and through his work as illustrator came into 
intimate contact with the newspaper colony of St. 
Louis. He worked for the Republic when “Gus” 
Thomas was the chief artist of that newspaper; dater 
he made chalk plates for the old Chronicle, and finally, 
about 1911, he became a newspaper photographer, 
making a specialty of posed pictures forethe fashion 
nages of the Post-Dispatch and the late Republic. 

Hoke’s Third street shop was also his home. For 
years, he says, it was a favorite rendezvous of news- 
paper photographers and sketch artists. The latch- 
string was always out and a pot of coffee boiling on 
the stove. The walls were covered with pictures, the 
work of Hoke and his guests. 
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MAJ. W. E. HOKE. 


By day Hoke was a chalk-plate manufacturer and a 
newspaper photographer; by night in his machine shop 
he carried on experiments in mechanics. He developed 
a passion for absolute accuracy of measurement. This 
led him to a study of gauges. 

“The most important thing in mechanics,’ said 
Hoke, in telling of this phase of his career, “is to be 
able to bore a hole with extreme accuracy. It is this 
ability which makes quantity production possible; 
makes it possible, that is, for the parts of a machine 
to be manufactured in scattered factories and assem- 
bled into a perfect union. This is the American sys- 
tem of manufacturing as onn ed 
to the Euro n system of building 


an imich -« 
ored of mechanics, as Hoke was. He turned it over 
and over in his brain for years before he found the 
answer to his problem. 


“It came suddenly,” said Hoke. “one night I had 
a rush of brains to the head. I got up out of bed in 
the middle of the night, tested the conclusion I had 
reached and found it good. I had the right idea, sure 
enough. 

“In a few days I had worked out the details of a 
machine for turning out precision gauges. We got 
into the war soon after that and I offered the discov- 
ery to the Ordnance Department.” 


The war gave Hoke his chance. America was in dire 
need of precision gauges for use in thousands of deli- 
cate mechanical operations in the making of shells,. 
airplane motors, big guns and the like. There were 
far too few precision gauges in the country and 0 
more coming in. Some manufacturers were losing 
war contracts for laek of the means of making the re- 
quired tests. ' 


The shortage was the result of a monopoly of preci- 
sion-gauge manufacture by a Swede, Johannson of 
Eskilstuna. For 12 years the whole world had gone 
to Johannson for gauges. In 1917 American manufac- 
turers paid him large tribute for the apparatus which 
no American could produce. The Krupps of Germany 
once tried to get along without him, but found they 
couldn't. The world’s machine shops, it seemed, were 
destined to be always at the mercy of the Swedish mo- 
nopoly. : 

Enter now a St. Louis newspaper photographer, a 
man totally un*nown to the scientific world, with the 
announcement that he had discovered the means of 
turning out precision gauges. Nor did he stop with 
that. He said that he could not only make precision 
gauges, but far better gauges than Johannson, with 
his secret process, had ever made, and make them 
cheaper 

The Swedish gauges, the standard for the world, 
measure down to one-one-hundred-thousandth of an 
inch. 

The St. Louis photographer said that his would 
measure to one-millionth! 

It is no wonder that the Government scientists were 
incredulous. But the Government at that time was 
grasping at straws, and it told Hoe to come on to 
Washington and show what he could do. That was in 
July, 1918 Hoke was sent to the Bureau of Stand- 
ards, and in five minutes had cdénvinced the experts 
there that his idea was worth test- 
ing. 


a machine. Under the European 
system a mechanic fits one piece 
to another; he makes the piece fit 
the hole; in short, he builds bis 
machine piecemeal. If he is a good 
mechanic he turns out a good ma- 
chine, but the process_is slow and 
laborious. Our system is to make 
each part of a certain, absolute size, 
by meaus of gauges.

The ill luck that dogs the course 
of some inventors was completely 
absent in Ho%e'’s case. The war bad 
opened the door of opportunity, a 
door at which he might otherwise 
have knocked in vain for years.

Hoke was not satisfied with the gauges in his little 
St. Louis workshop. Their “tolerance” was too great. 
He set his brain to the tas« of producing a gauge that 
would measure distances to a finer fraction than sci- 
ence had ever achieved—a precision gauge of the_rare 
quality necessary to test the accuracy of master gauges, 
which work usually in tolerances of one-thousandth of 
an inch. 


It was a fascinating idea to the mind of a man enam- 


almost inconceivable, but fortunately there was the 
new “light-wave interference” method. It was used for 
the first time on a patented product when Ho'e’s discs 
were tested. It proved that Ho’e was right—his discs 
were right to the millionth of an inch. 

Hote gave the shop rights in his discovery to the 
Government, retaining the commercial rights, which 
he later sold to a Connecticut firm. He was commis- 
sioned a Major in the Ordnance Department, given the 
use of a building at the burean for a gauge factory 
and told to go to work producing gauges.

LD H. G L, that great disturber of all 
economic adjustments that have served 
the people so well in past decades, has 
poked his ugly countenance even in the 
courtrooms of the land, particularly in 
the cities, and has made it exceedingly 
difficult to keep these tribunals supplied 
with dependable stocks of jurors. Now juries are most 


essential under the American system of dispensing 
justice and the judicial mill#é must be supplied if 


the grind is to be continuous and satisfactory to Judge, | 


counselor and litigant. But there is a rub in the 
large amount of time consumed by the good citizen, in 
return for the meager allowance accorded him by the 
State for the time and mental strain consumed in the 
service. A man getting as much as $10 or $15 per day 
in his regular employment, is going to feel like he has 
a real grievance when he is pounced upon by a Deputy 


Sheriff, handed a paper commanding him to set aside - 


all manner of excuse and delay, and enter his ap- 
pearance in such and such a court on a certain Mon- 
day morning. If the duty involves the loss of his 
regular pay he is tempted to resort to strategem, po- 
litica]) influence and even more questionable methods, 
to escape the week’s detention that such duty involves. 


This explains why the trial Judges of the St. Louis 
courts find their Monday mornings such strenuous ses- 
sicns. All the jurors, except those who by some niys- 
terious manipulation get their names erased before- 
hand, are expected to answer when their names are 
called in the room to which they are summoned. Then 
the Judge, following the system that has been in vogue, 
almost since the beginning of orderly processes, an- 
nounces that those who have excuses to offer why 
they should not be required to serve, might step for- 
ward and tell it to the Court. Nowadays the percent- 
age of responses runs very high, but there is no ap- 
preciable increase in the number of those who get 
away. The Judge has to have jurors and he cannot, 
of course, allow himself to be swayed by every moving 
appeal, for if he did, the Court’s important function 
of distributing even-handed justice via the jury route, 
might be seriously interfered with; hence there must 
be careful counsel and some discrimination dependent 
on circumstances. 

The man who looks sick and has fortification in the 
shape of a physician's certificate, has no trouble get- 
ting a line drawn through his name, but the man who 
cannot possibly lose the time from his important busi- 
ness engagements gets little sympathy. He is re- 
minded that all good citizens have certain obligations 
to perform and that jury duty is the most important.

The 
wan who has a sick wife or child is shown a reason- 
able amount of consideration, and if the service in- 
volves any hardship at his home on account of his ab- 
sence in court, he is allowed to go his way, usually 
with the injunction that he must return again in a 
week or two. 

But it is the regular jury dodgers that the Judges 
like to suppress, and they are usually ready for these 
petitioners when they line up in front of the bench, 
when the excuses are requested. These applicants 
are shrewd enough not to tell the Judge that tuey can- 
not afford to lose the salary, wages or other income in 
return for the $1.50 per day the great State of Mis- 
souri pays its servants for such important duty, as 
this plea has been judicially bowled over too often; 
but he does wax eloquent and almost tearfully, as he 
teUs how indispensable he is in his particular job and 
how a near-cataclysm might ensue, should he be de- 
tached even for such a short period as a week. His 
employers would suffer and there would be confusion 
and heavy losses to business, unless he was permitted 
to at once return to his post. Then the Judge begins to 
ask questions and in most cases he decides that if 
the tearful pleader should happen to meet with such 
misfortune as a collision with an automobile, the 
world and the business would rock along singularly un- 
moved.

He even shows him how nicely he cam 
avoid a manifestly threatening situation, by writing @ 
letter or sending a telegram. These business men are 
very. often told that the courts need men of thelr 
kind, to insure verdicts in keeping with the law and 
the evidence, and that their own interests should cause 
them to willingly suffer a little inconvenience, if they 
were not disposed to discharge their duties as worthy 
citizens. 


The man who suffers from sick headaches when he 
has to sit in a courtroom al! day is also among the 
regulars, but he gets nowhere in the absence of the 
duly authorized physician's certificate. He keeps on 
bobbing up at all the sittings, and he can, with little 
effort, work up a pained expression: One of the Cir- 
cuit Judges a)ways tells these petitioners that he has te 
sit there every day. and that he does not find it soe 
painful. On one occasion, a juror, in an unguarded 
moment, told this Judge that he was elected for that 
purpose, and that he well knew what was in store for 
him when he sought’ the nomination and election. It- 
is needless to add that the prayer of this applicant was 
not considered further and that he went back to the 
benches in a hurry. Then there is the bricklayer, 
stonemason or other outdoor worker, who always gets 
his call at the wrong time.

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N THE last two years the Post- 
Dispatch has printed a number 
of news items and special arti- 
cles telling of the growth in 
this country of what is gener- 
ally known as industrial de- 
mocracies — meaning, briefly, 
manufacturing establishments where 
the employes have a voice in the man- 
agement of the plant and a share in 
the profits. At first these efforts 
were restricted in a number of ways. 
Each succeeding experiment seems to have taken on a 
wider, more liberal plan of operation, so that today 
the earlier dream of complete co-operation between 
workman and employer appears far on the road toward 
accomplishment. The plant to be described here is 
that of the Goodyear Tire and Rubber Co., of Akron, O. 

Not only has. the great Akron factory enrolled 
17,101 of its 25,000 workers in its corporate family, 
but it has actually established a form of govern- 
ment among the employes to pass on working con- 
ditions in its great array of shops that is pronounced 
far in advance of most of the other innovations of - 
like character. When the stock issue open to all 
subscribers was placed on sale last month for a 10- 
day period consisting of $40,000,000 preferred, 7 
per cent,- nonassessable, cumulative shares, at $100 
par value, fully two-thirds of the employes, repre- 
senting every department, voluntarily came forward 
and entered subscriptions amounting to $7,700,000, 
an average of five shares to the purchaser. Under 
the terms of the sale, these employes pay for their 
stock at the rate of $4 per month on each share, which 
means that they will have two years to complete 
the transaction. 

The question right here is: Why did about 66 per 
cent of the employes of the Goodyear company buy 
stock in the concern that employs them? The an- 
swer appears to lie in the fact that the employes of 
the Goodyear company are members of and voters in 
—under certain reasonable regulations—an industrial 
republic which is quite the biggest thing of its kind 
in the United States. 

Lord Leverhulme of England is proud of the co- 
partnership in his business of 4500 of approximately 
15,000 employes eligible to such a relation. But these 
4500 are participants under a bonus system and they 
do not receive actual shares of stock but co-partner- 
ship certificates which, while dividend bearing, are 
nontransferable, The Goodyear employes have con- 
tracted to buy their stock outright, and when they 
have paid for it the shares will be turned over to 
them. They are offered an incentive to hold the stock 
after they have paid for it, but the outstanding mat- 
ter of interest to them is that they will be absolue 
owners of their stock at the expiration of two years, 
provided they have continued their payments to the 
end of the period. 

Adding force to the theory that the foundation in 
the Goodyear plant at Akron of a form of industrial 
republic stimulated the employes to purchase stock 
in the concern is a comparison of the recent stock 
issue, of which the workers took 191-4 per cent, with 
that of 1918, when the company financed itself by 
selling preferred stock to the par value of $15,000,000 
and invited the employes to come in. The workers 
took 6 2-3 per cent, or $1,009,000. In the interval 
between these stock issues the industrial republic 
plan was put into operation. 

The Goodyear industrial republic is founded on 
the Federal plan, but is much broader in its scope 
than the latter seheme as relates to the influence 
of the workers in matters concerning wages, hours 
and shop operation. The Federal plan usually pro- 
vides for the operation of the business of a concern, 
in so far as shop management is concerned, by a 
House of Representatives, elected by the manage- 
ment, but containing employe -representation, and a 
cabinet selected exclusively by the management, 
which has the power of veto. 

In the Goedyear plant the House of Representa- 
tives and the Senate, which form the Industrial As- 
sembly, are exclusively composed of employes. There 
is no Cabinet. P. W. Litehfield, vice president of 
the company and factory manager, acts for the com- 
pany in its relations with the House and the Senate. 
His position in the Goodyear Industrial Republic is 
analogous tO that of the President of the United 
States in our political republic as to the power of 
veto. He can veto any bill sent to him by the as- 
sembly of the Goodyear Industrial Republic, but 
these bodies can override his veto by a two-thirds 
vote. 

The plans of the industrial republic provide that 
not until a veto has been overturned by a two-thirds 
vote of the assembly shall the directors of the cor- 
peration be called in. Thus far the relations between 
the assembly and the representative of the manage- 
ment have been of the most amicable nature fF, A. 
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Seiberling, president of the Goodyear company, said 
in a recent address to the factory employes, referring 
to the contingency provi for in the plan of a law 
being passed by the assembly over the company rep- 
resentative: “It is hard to conceive that any of the 
recommendations of the industrial assembly will be 
denied by the board of directors.” 

The Industrial Assembly of the Goodyear plant 
makes a pretty sizable industrial legislature, con- 


sisting of 20 Senators and 40 Representatives. For 


the purpose of organization of the assembly the 
factory was divided into 10 senatoria! districts and 
40 representative precincts. Each precinct elected 
by secret ballot one member to the House to serve one 
year and each district elected two Senators to serve 
two years. Representatives are required. to be not 
less than 21 years of age and to have a contine us 
service record of ome year in the factory. Senators 
must be not leas than 25 years old and must have 
been continuously employed in the factory for five 
years or more. 

Voters must be American citizens and able to show 
at least six months of continuous service records in 
the factory. Qualified voters are called industrians, 
and any industrian is at liberty to propose at any 
time to his Representative or Senator plans or sug- 
gestions for the betterment of the workers or the 
plant or both. The industrial republic plan was not

adopted until it had been approved by a vote of the 
employes. Each member of the assembly on taking 
office subscribed to the following oath: 

“I solemnly swear that I will support the Constitu- 
tion and laws of the United States and the State of 
Ohio and the industrial representation plan of the 
Goodyear factory and that I will, to the best of my 
ability, faithfully and conscientiously discharge the 
duties incumbent on me as a member of the assem- 
bly.” 

The oath is a feature that is not encountered in 
any other. plan of co-operation based on employe rep- 
resentation by election of spokesmen for the work- 
men. Other features are unusual. 

The Senate and the House have separate chambers 
for their deliberations, and after Jan. 1 will be in- 
stalled in quarters in the new $1,000,000 clubhouse 
connected with the Goodyear plant. Sach legislative 
chamber will be equipped with a rostrum—on which 
will rest a gavel and the conventional pitcher of ice- 
water—desks for clerks and members, and a gallery 
for spectators. The desks will be arranged in the 
semi-circular form peculiar to state legislative cham- 
bers. Strict parliamentary rules govern the delibera 
tions. J. B. Leng is Speaker of the House and E. J. 
Hard is President of the Senate. Both are popular 
veteran employes of the Goodyear concern. 

As to how the plan is working, some of the results 
may be cited. One of the laws passed by the assem- 
bly established a Saturday half holiday in all depart- 
ments. This law was unhesitatingly signed by Man- 
ager Litchfield. 

At the time of the formation of the ‘assembly there

Over two-thirds of the employes of the Goodyear Company, 
Akron, O., taken into partnership—Senate and House of 
workers who can pass a bill over the veto of the factory 
manager — How the establishment of this government 
stimulated the purchase of stock on a two-year-time-pay- 


ment basis — Other features of the plan -0- 
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was in force a factory rule by which 
workmen who were late in reporting 
in the morning were “docked” pay for 
an hour and a half of time. Workmen 
brought to the attention of the as- 
sembly unusual traffic conditions 
which make it impossible for all em- 
ployes to be at work on time some 
mornings. After thorough considera- 
tion the rule was so modified that em- 
ployes who are late now lose pay for 
only 1s minutes. Here was a concrete 
illustration to every worker in the plant of the ef- 
ficiency of the industria] assembly. The percentage of 
tardiness has decreased because, psychologically, 
having made it easier to be late employes try harder 
te be on time. 

The assembly has enacted a law making all shifts 
in the plant permanent. Legislative action has also 
been taken to adjust differences which threatened to 
result in strikes. 

any conferences have been held between commit- 
tees appointed by the assembly and representatives of 
the management. Certain of the officers and com- 
mittees of the assembly hold weekly conferences with 
the factory manager and executive heads, althongh 
the House and Senate hold regular meetings only von 
the first Monday of each month. These conferences 
are authorized by the plan. 

It is specifically provided in the industrial republic 
plan that no Goodyear employe shall be discriminated 
against on account of membership or nonmembership 
in any labor organization, or shall there be discrimi- 
nation against any member of the assembly for action 
taken him in the performance ot nis duties as out- 
lined in the plan. Provision is made that the assem- 
bly shall have the right to make changes in ‘factory 
rules or regulations adopted by the management. 

Under the industrial republic plan any industrian 
may bring before the assembly for review a complaint 
against the conduct of a foreman. One result of the 
plan has been the speeding up of production by the 
confidence of employes that initiative and good work 
will bring reward. 

The success of the effort to interest the Goodyear 
employes in the November issue of preferred stock 
was due primarily to the confidence of the workers in 
the plant and its product and its future, but the 66 
per cent response was achieved by skillful and unremit- 
ting efforts to make the employes understand the sell- 
ing plan and its benefits. Prior to the opening of the 
sale workers were called to the sales office in various 
departments and given talks lasting an hour. These 
meetings were held on company time. 

In the first three hours after the opening of the 
sale employes subscribed for 1000 shares. The sub- 
scriptions poured in up to the moment of close of the 
offering, the late comers having been absent or ill dur- 
ing the preliminary campaign. 

In paying for the stock on the installment plan, em- 
ployes are charged § per cent interest on the amount 
due, but subscribers are credited with dividends as 
they accrue at the rate of 7 per cent per annum. Aftur 
a stated period employe subscribers are paid a cash 
bonus of $3 per share per annum if they remain in 
the service of the company. Of course, after the in- 
staliment payments have heen concluded and the 
employe is the owner of the stack he receives his @ivi- 
dends in cash. 

The Goodyear company maintains in Akron, in an 
about the plant, welfare and recreation activities whi h 
are not approached in any, other industria] institution 
in the world. 

Any Goodyear employe may select a lol, make a 
smal! payment down, choose his own plans and have 
erected the kind of a house he wants to occupy lie 
centinues his payments in the form of monthly install. 
ments, the size of which is governed by his wages or 
salary, and at the end of five years the company makes 
him a present of 25 per cent of the cost of the property. 

Now as to the recreational end of the system: 

There are publisher the Goodyear plant a tri- 
weekly newspaper and a ntbly magazine with a 
combined circulation of 100,000 On the subscription 
lists are theusands of persons who are not employed 
by the Goodyear concern.
